.canal and the people desired, too.

construct and control tho canal. 


He pointed out that the eyes of the 


American people had been directed par- 
ticularly toward the Nicaragua 
route, 


•because it wns supposed 'that as a French 
company had the concessions for

Panama route the United Stages was 
•barred from that route. 


Mr. Allison said it was proposed^ now 


to build a canal thirty-rive feet deep and 
wide enough and with 11 volume of water 
suHicient to iioat the largest ship afloat. 
The minimum expenditure lor the con- 
struction of liie canal, he u*!Ujvi;d, would 
be more t'nau $200,000,0000. To meet 
this enormous 
expenditure he favored 


the borrowing of thfr money, making 
proper provision for liquidating the prin- 
cipal ami interests of the bonds.

At-any rate no 
been given out abootfour present-trip, 
nor did w« ever gar-auy about any trip 
onywhlch- we started afterward, so in 
time it came to be fuu to ask when on 
the road, "Where are we going?" so as 
to get a pleasing assortment of Improb- 
able answers. At first. It seemed too 
dreadful to take part In gome move- 
ment about which I-tnow -nothing—not 
oven- whether or not It was judicious. 
But when I saw the .older members of 
the regiment calm)y?obeying all orders, 
asking no questions, I endeavored to 
be a veteran to tuateitoct myself and 
let the government manage its own 
business-in Its own<way. 


As I had not made,th!s resolve at the 


time cf our first scout and charge I 
was curious and aniious about many 
things besides our probable route. 
(What would we <3o with, our -prisoners 
should a regiment of tho enemy sud- 
denly strike us? Suppose we were to 
get into a Cght and have a lot of 
horses shot; how would the riders 
reach camp? How were our disabled 
men to reach camp again, as It nppear- 
«d we had"-co ambulances with us? 
[Was any one sure that the colonel had 
calculated, time and distance carefully, 
so that we should reach camp In time 
to save men and animals from starv- 
ing? And, speaking of-starving, where 
was I to get anything to eat during 
the coming day or more? 


This question slowly but- surely forc- 


ed all others from my rnlad, for I had 
eaten, ail of my hoecake that I had not 
given away, I had roasted my sweet 
potatoes at dinner'time and felt as.I 
ato them, -so'fnH thatl "wduldn't-want 
another morsel till morning, but an 
hour^ of "trot and gallop had caused a 
radical cbange of opinion. I had no 
more silver with which to boy should 
r bo able to find any native wbo would 
sell, and my morning's search for corn 
soft enough to eat had not been en- 
couraging enough to Justify, ine in try- 
ing again. 


As I wondered darkness approached, 


and we halted to bivouac for the night. 
Brainard, whom I found in one of the 
straw filled country wagons which 


. had been seized to carry, the Injured, 
: ,was as hungry as I and very dismal 


»boot it too. How both of us wished 


; we had kept the fat pork which had 


been dealt as a part of our three days' 
ration! We still agreed that a very 


. little of It would go a long way, but 


that was just tbe sort of ration, we 
most needed at that particular mo- 
ment for the void in us seemed to 
reach nearly down to our boot toes. 
While wo pitied ourselves ana endeav- 
ored to-deaden tHe pangs of hunger by 
the time honored truant schoolboy trick 
of tightening our belts, a detail was 
suddenly made from our own company 


• to guard the prisoners, and I was ono 


tot tho noncommissioned officers named. 


We were marched to the front to take 


the Johnnies from their captors and 
bring them nearer the rear. There be- 
ing no building near by, we camped 
them in a cluster near the roadside, 
clearing horses, away to make room for 
them. Their own horses were prudent- 
ly tied a troop or two distant, so that 
none of them, should he attempt to 
escape, could get his mount. 
They 


were uot bad looking fellows, though 
they did not appear very soldierly In 
their uniforms, no two of which were 


1 of exactly the same tint of gray and 


scarcely any two of the same style of 
button.' None looked as if he might be 
«. "fire eater," and the majority were 
men of middle age. Nearly all of our 
own troopers were young. None seem- 
ed very sad or angry. In fact, they 
Hldn't at all meet my ideas as to south- 
erners and prisoners of war. They 
were ordered to sit or lie down, but 
wero not bound or restrained In any 
other way. except that there were 
guards, revolvers In hand, In front and 
rear of them, and we were quietly or- 
dered- to' keep a little blaze all night In 
the fires which were nearest, so that 
BO one could* attempt to get away-with- 
out being? seen. 


As tho sergeantr-who chanced to be 


Hamllton-and I' had nothing to do 
but post and relieve the guards, we lay 
Km the ground and engaged some of the 
captives in conversation. 
Wo found 


they were all Georgians, most ot them 
from small villages or plantations, and 
they did cot know much about the wnr 
«icept that they were sorry It broke 
out, but they bad felt It their duty to 
Htand by thetr state. 
"Seems to me," said one of th«m aft- 


er we had chatted a littJe while, "that 
you-uns was all to blame for the war, 
forwo nns didn't want none. No mat- 
<er. jS^i §'.<?§- ^--^ 


crops while I'm away up here. I don't 
own no niggers, an' my wife auVyonng 
nns cayn'tfdo no roore'n work .the truck 
patch -{kitchen garden] an' loot-after. 
the pigs aa' the milk critters." 


I heard-thls story so.many times dur- 


ing the war that I .bid to do a great 
deal of being sorry-tor the enemy. 


OUT prisoners had been told to bring 


their provisions with them, and as 
they bad eaten nothing ..sine* dinner 
'time they asked permission, which was 
readily granted, to do tijelr>cookingAt 
the fires. Their -ratlons'-wore so differ- 
ent from ours that It was interesting 
to look on. Instead^ of 'boiled fat pork 
they had raw bacon, thin, slices of 
which they frleii or toastedion sharp- 
ened sticks. Some had white breud, 
others biscuit or hoeeake, while two 
or three mixed meal and water and 
made hoocakes In the frying pans 
which several of them carried; others 
had sweet potatoes, which they bated 
in the aebes. 


Oh, how hungry tbe smell of their 


cooklngt-made me! I understood for 
tbe first*time why It was that sojne of 
tho pooily.-fed children in our town 
used to stand around the bakery while 
the bread, cakes and pies were being 
taken from the groat oven in the cellar. 
Some of the Johnnies asked us if we 
wouldn't cat with them, but Hamilton 
and I, half starved > though/ we were, 
declined^ untlM noticed that none of 
thtm was mating coffee. Then a 
brilliant idea struck me. I asked one 
of them whether southerners never 
drank,coffee at supper.-time. 


"Not.unless they can-, git it," said he, 


"which iSTniEhty seldom." 
I wenttto the servant of our officer's 


mess and Borrowed, some ground coffee 
and sugar, promising to repay him 
when-.we reached camp. Returning, I 
distributed Iframong.the prisoners near- 
est me. I wish I might ever again 
earn so much gratitude with so little 
trouble as.that act cost me. Those 
Johnnies became positively jolly, and 
they made baste to put cups of water 
to boll. Said ono of them, a rough 
looking man with a huge yellow beard-: 


"Ev'rything I've got'3 yourn, my 


young friond. I'm 'most glad .we got 
captured. Take all my stuff." 


"Since you're so kind," said I In an 


absolute delirium of anticipation, "I'll 
accept a stogie slice of bacon. It has a 
more tempting- odor than our fat pork." 


"For good eatin'," said he as he cut 


several slices of bacon for me and put 
them in a pan on tbe fire, "there ain't 


Hamilton, who'sbook'owe of the sleep- 
ers and politely repeated the sugges- 
tion. The man was slow ID waking 
and slower still In comprehending, but 
at last he said: 
"What? Them fum cloths? 
Gosh! 


We ain't got none. Some of .the army 
that druv you uns from round Rich- 
mond whan jfccClellan was thar has 
got some that you uns left, but.we una 
wasn't thar." 


"Oh, I see. I beg your pardon. May 


I a*k what you do when you're caught 
in the rain while on duty?" 


"Do?" said tue man, with a mighty 


yawn. "Why, git wet, I reckon." 


Then the prisoner lay down and fell 


asleep again, though by that time the 
rain .was facing furiously. 
As for 


Hamilton and me, we agreed that a so 
called nation that didn't provide Its 
soldiers wish rubber blankets would 
soon be on Its last legs and that the 
said legs would be rheumatic. 


The camp was soon In commotion, 


most of It verbal and shockingly pro- 
fane. 
The men in, the newer compa- 


nies had.not yet learned how to keep 
dry In a shower. The rubber, blanket 
is so- narrow that for it to be under a 
man and over him,' too, the owner must 
lie as straight as a ramrod. ,;. There 
were individual outbreaks throughout 
the entire night as men woke to find 
their Knees soaked. To make matters 
worse for the guai'd, the rain put out 
the Cres, so there was no light. Harcil- 


no hogs lilie, southern bogs. We never 
buy no'thern po'k, 'cept to feed to nig- 
gers." 
I was quite willing to b«Heve him. 


Tbe odor that arose from that frying 
pan was delicious perfume to my nos- 
trils. 
After the bacon had sizzled 


awhile the old fellow took some hoe- 
cake from his haversack, split it with 
his knife and laid It in the pan Inner 
side down, saying: 


"You need to eat.co'n bread with ba- 


con to git the full taste.of It" . 


"Bless"your southern "soul!" said I to 


myself, and I was sure by the manner 
in which Hamilton.eyed tbe pan that 
his sentiments agreed with mine, Ob, 
what a supper that wasl I've never 
tasted one so good since the war ended. 
It seemed to me that If President Lin- 
coln and Jeff Davis could have sat 
there with us and shared tbe contents 
of that frying pan .they would quickly 
have agreed to end the war on a basia 
of a general exchange of northern cof- 
fee for southern bacon and hoecake.

As for myself, I think I lost my 


senses several times during that dread- 
ful night 
Only 48 b.ours before, the 


job of loading the revolvers had rob- 
bed me of an entire night of rest Now 
I was doomed to another. I bad to 
tramp the muddy road to keep myself 
awake, but my bend dropped asleep 
once in awhile on its own account, and 
with wide open eyes I beheld many 
strange visions in the darkness and Im- 
agined many things ridiculous and-im- 
possible. It seemed that the night nev- 
er would end. and my gratitude was 
unspeakable when at early dawn we 
were ordered to feed, mount and re- 
sume our march. I tried to feel happy 
when the prisoners were placed in 
charge of a new guard and my seose 
of responsibility ended, but soon I 
found that sleepiness on horseback was 
more dreadful than on foot. No sooner 
would I drop Into a doze than I would 
rouse with a start from an awful sen- 
sation of falling from my horse. Every- 
body was cross, particularly the smok- 
ers, for all the fires were out, and few 
men carried matches. 
xnen it was mat our captain leapea 


euddenly and securely Into the affec- 
tions ot his men. Passing the word 
for smokers to fill their pipes, be tore 
a long, narrow strip from his handker- 
chief, moistened it the least bit, lit ona 
end with a match, lighted his own pipe 
and then gave the smoldering rag to 
the first sergeant, from whom it passed 
down the entire troop. After the pipes 
were fairly started there was no more 
grumbling, except from nonsmokers. 


How I wished myself a smoker! 


Often when In earlier days I had asked 
schoolmates why they took to smoking 
I was told, among other eicuaes, that a 
few whiffs of smoke would stop the 
craving of hunger when a fellow 
chanced to be playing truant for a day 
or off hunting or fishing and having too 
goo* luck to get home at mealtime. 
Well, had I learned smoking, the third 
day ot our scout would have been a 
good time to test Its remedial virtues, 
for my hunger was so intense that It 
drove everything else from my mind, 
and the memory of the bacon and hoe- 
cal;e of tho night before almost made 
me scream with rage. It seemed to 
me the government was mean, des- 
picable and standing in its own light 
to give me as three days' ration some' 
food which I had eaten during the first 
24 hours. If only I had brought that 
lump of fat pork which had seemed ao 
loathsome when It was daalt me! I 
actually longed for that bit of adipose 
tissue, longed until I saw it on the 
ground just where I had tossed It, saw 
it as distinctly as if it were really be- 
fore my eyes.- 


Really, when we halted about noon 


my hunger had made me mean spirited 
enough to go deliberately in search of 
my friendly enemy who owned the ba- 
con and frying pan.

niKht Kind of Dairyman. 


I like the calves because I like good 


cows and realize the fact that the foun- 
dation ot a good cow Is a good calf. 
Sometimes I come across a good cow 
that can be bought at a reasonable 
price, but the surest way to get a good 
cow is to raise her from a calf of 
known good parentage. There are peo- 
ple who yet believe they can feed but- 
ter fat into milk. 


My experience, however. Is that when 


you have a cow that gives blue milk, 
blue inilU she will make even on the 
richest kind of food and when it is 
given to' her in fullest supply, nnd 
when you have a cow that gives rich, 
creamy milk that butter makers and 
niliu consumers.like, rich milk sbe will 
give even if she has nothing but corn- 
' stalks or poor hay to eat. Feed deter- 
mines the quantity of milk, while the 
blood of the animal determines the 
milk's richness. 
For that reason It 


does not pay to bother with calves of 
blue milk stock unless for selling milk, 
and hardly then, nor docs it pay to 
fuss with a calf that for any reason Is 
lacking in individual vigor.—T. Greou- 
er In Farm and Fireside.

All cellars are 


more or less damp, causing a musty 
smell that will affect milk In an un- 
pleasant manner. Milk and butter are 
among the easiest things in the work! 
to be tainted. The only way to pre- 
vent their becoming tainted is to kcer 
tbe air where they are kept pure bj 
"ood ventilation arid cleanliness. 


Keeping milk.in the kitchen is not a 


good thing to do, as tbe milk absorbs 
the odor arising from ' cooking, .and 
there is always more or less- smell. 
ibo'ut a kitchen no matter how cleanly 
t may be. 
The very walls become 


filled with the steam arising from the 
cooking of cabbage, onions, etc. .In- 
these days, when so-much is said about 
bacteria* who knows but that disease 
and death may be carried in the butter 
we put upon the table?

Just how many 
housewives know that this can be

Here Is a well tried recipe: Gather

The flowers are infinitesimal, but

Wash the greens, thoroughly and 


boil three or four minutes. - The-water 
must be boiling when the vegetable 
goes in. -A bit of pork boiled with the 
purslane improves It to many palates 
But some object to the flavor of th« 
salt meat itself; in which case this can 
be omitted without, requiring any sub 
stitute. When cooked, the greens .wil 
be brittle and will, need chopping, a 
they break of themselves. When they 
have broken, turn them into a mode 
to be turned, out firm, and decoratei 
with hard boiled egg,'like spinach. 


The tender .greea growth which a 


country folk know as "lamb's quar 
ter" makes a most delicious jelly. Thi 
weed must not be boiled in an Iron po 
as it contains so'milch1 iron Itself tha 
discoloration results.

About the year 1SOO tbe agrlcultura 


press contained favorable notices of : 
system of silage making which ii 
brief Is as follows: Tbe ripening ears 
of corn ore removed-from the stalks 
and cured'on the barn floor or else- 
where as best one can. The cornstalks, 
still green, but freed from the ears, arc 
then run through the feed cutter and 
preserved as silage. It was claimed 
that this was an economical practice, 
writes W.- A. Henry of Wisconsin ex- 
periment station. 


Wo'.l summarizes the results at tne 


Wisconsin station, where silage from 
equal areas of land was used, thus: 


"Thirty-three thousand seven hun- 


dred and fifty pounds of sllnge, with 
ea'-s fed In addition to hay and grain, 
tho feed containing 17,127.5 pounds ot 
dry matter in all, produced ll.Mo 
pounds of milk. 
"Twenty-seven thousand five hun 


dred and seventy-one pounds of silag( 
with ears picked off, plus 4,341 pounds 
of dry ear corn, in addition to hay and 
grain as before, the feed containing 
iri,401.7 pounds of «ry matter in all, 
produced 11.423 pounds of milk." 


Hills of the Yeraior-.t station reports 


that an acre of green corn fodder, in- 
cluding cars, reduced to silage was 
equal In feeding value to 1.20 acres of 
silage from stalks stripped of thcli 
cars fed with the meal made by grind- 


,«* the drv car corn which was pro- 


dded by the crop. These trials show 
that the practice of separating and dry- 
in- the car corn in .silage making Is 
not warranted ,by the results and that 
it is better to run the ear corn into the 
silo with the fodder. 


Will Summer Silo PuT* 


An Allontown (N. J.) correspondent 


writes to Hoard's Dairyman-: 


"My cows earned $7-1 last year. My 


feed'is four pounds wheat bran, four 
pounds dried brewers' grains and two 
pounds cottonseed meal, with silage 
nl"ht r.nd morning and corn fodder at 
noon. I keep my cows In a good, warm 
stable most of the time. 1 think it 
would pay to have a summer silo and 
nc* bother with fodder corn when the 
summer drought comes.

"Most 
creameries have a large combined 
churn and worker which is the proper 
size for use in summer when the milk 
receipts are the heaviest of the year, 
but wheu cold weather comes afid 
milk drops off a smaller churn and 
worker would te found much better 
unless one gives the larger machine 
more revolutions when making a smnli 
batch of butter. Too much butter in 
the churn is just as bad, because then 
the butter becomes salvey. before It i* 
properly worked. 
After washing it 


! and drawing off the butter I scatter 
salt over It the best I can, give the 
churn five revolutions without the 
worker being iu gear and then let It 
rest for twenty minutes. I complete 
the working with sixteen revolutions 
with the worker in motion. I use a 
Ko 7 Victor churn. 
This docs the 


work well provided I have 500 pounds 
of butter in a batch. If one will churn 
during the winter season at 52 degrees, 
then wash the butter In water at 5C 
degrees, have the salt in good cond.- 
tlon and work ns above stated he will 
Have no streaks or mottles, and tne 
butter will bore solid. 


Testa of Dnlrj- COTTH. 


Private tests are useful to owners of 


duiry cattle and should be more gen- 
erally made, according to Breeder's 
Gazette. 
No man who keeps cows, 


whether grades or pure breds, can af- 
ford to carry on his business without 
scales in the barn on which the milk 
Is regularly weighed and without oc- 
casionally having fat tests made in 
order to know definitely what every 
member o£ his herd is doing.

G. A. R. VIOLATE THE LAW 


Throuch Overilclit tho St»te Statutes 


Hav« *cen Violated by Imcrlp- 


tloai on Fine. 


By a remarkable oversight or possibly 


out'of ignorance of the law -the Grand 
Army of the Republic has been guilty 
for the last six months of violating a 
'statute that it was instrumental in hav- 
ing placed in the 'book. Chapter 142 of 
the laws of Wiscoisin, session of 1002,

which told the 


name and number of Hie post to which 
it belonged. Posts marched in the pa- 
rade under banners similarly lettered, 
and it was -only by chance that the 
tcntion of the encampment was called to 
the wholesale violation of the statute 
which was enaetod at the request of 
members of the organization and which 
was introduced in tho legislature by a 
member who was present at the session 
of the encampment.

WINS VICTORY 
INTHE SENATE 


Spooner Bill With Amendments is 


Passed With Only Six Votes 


Against It. 


BONDS WILL BE ISSUED 


Sen. Morgan Denounces Panama 
' 
Route as "Place Where Labor 


and Death Join Hands." 


EIGHT MAJORITY FOR

WASHINGTON, June 19.—When the 


senate Convened today at 11 o'clock it 
was with the intention of beginning the 
voting upon the isthmian canal question 
at 2 o'clock. 


Mr. Proctor (Vt.) 
was relieved from 


service as one of the senate conferees on 
the military academy appropriation bill 
and Mr. Burrows (Mich.) was named in 
his stead. 


Mr. Morgan (Ala.) presented the fol- 


lowing letter he had received from Sec- 
retary 
of State Hay, concerning the 


point raised in the isthmian canal debate 
by Mr. Kittridge, (S; D.): 


"I am requested by the minister of 


Costa Kica to inform the committee on 
interoeeanie canals that he nas been in 
.structed 
by his government to 
make 


known to that of the United States that 
the government of Costa Rica are pre- 
pared to take all necessary steps to put 
themselves • in a position 
to negotiate 


with 
the government of the' 'United 


States a treaty for appropriate 
conces- 


sions for an isthmian canal 
on terms 


substantially as proposed by 
the gov- 


ernment of the United States.'' 


The communication was laid on the 


table. 


The conference report V)n the bill 
to 


prevent the false 'branding1 or labeling o. 
fooa or dairy products was agreed to. 


Consideration of the 
isthmian cana 


question was resumed and Mr. Spooner 
offered formally his amendment as i 
substitute for the pending so-called Hep 
burn Nicaragua'canal bill. 


Mr. Clark (Mont/) then addressed tin 


senate in support of the Nicaragua cana 
route. Pie thought if one-half the 
ob 


jections to the Nicaragua and Panama 
routes were valid, neither route would 
be adopted. However, no was 
_ satisfied 


the concensus of conservative opinion in 
this country was that a great isthmian 
waterway 
should be constructed. The 


American people, he said/were not to be 
deterred. 
. 


"You may delay the project." said he., 


"but you cannot defeat it." 
The 
diffi- 


culties of constructing the canal, he be- 
lieved, were exaggerated. He. thought 
that the Nicaragua route was more to 
be preferred as it was, in his 
opinion 


more feasible and practicable than 
the 


Panama route. 


Mr. Clark declared that the Panama 


route was a hoo-doo which ought to be. 
shunned and avoided. He said the Pan- 
ama canal plan had 
left a heritage, of 


ruin, disaster and desolation. 


Mr. Allison explained why he should 


vote for the Bpooner substitute. He be- 
lieved there was a general desire among 
the American people for an isthmian 
-canal and the people desired, too, 
that 


the United States government 
should 


construct and control the canal. 


He pointed out that the eyes of the 


American people had been directed par- 
ticularly toward the Nicaragua 
route, 


•because it was supposed that as a French 
company had the 
concessions for 
the 


Panama route the United States was 
•barred from that route. 


Mr. Allison said it was proposed' now 


to build a canal thirty-five feet deep and 
wide enough and with a volume of water 
sufficient to float the largest ship afloat. 
The minimum expenditure for the con- 
struction of the canal, he tnMioved, would 
be more t'nan $200,000.0000. To meet 
this enormous expenditure he favored 
the borrowing of 
th<« money, making 


proper provision for liquidating the prin- 
cipal and interests of the bonds. 


\ 
Mr. Morgan, chairman of the inter- 


oceanic canal committee, at the conclu- 
sion of Mr. AllJsion's remarks, began his 
speech closing the debate. Ho suid 
the 


oanal issue seemed to have come dowr 
to 
a single point—that of finance. 
Oi 


that point he referred to Mr. 'Allison 
but he did not believe with him that i 
would be necessary to issue bonds to 
pay for the construction of a canal. 


Mr. Morgan particularly denounced the 


Panama canal route as "a place where 
labor and death join hands.': He said he 


had been trying to protect the United 
States from the shame of intercourse 
with it. Those, who wanted "to touch 
that thing' might do so. "I would not 
do it," he declared, "for both canals." 


Mr. Morgan urged congress to deter- 


mine the question of route and not cow- 
ardly refer the matter to the president. 


In conclusion he said: "Just one word 


n parting with tnis question. This duty 
vas assigned to me by the senate and 
was not sought by me. If we are to be 
beaten down here today, and America is 
o be disgraced, I shall have had the hon- 
or; and the American people will give to 
ne after I am dead, of having devoted 
lonestly and sincerely the best labors of 
ny life to the success of our project." 


At 2 p. m. debate upon the canal ques- 


ion was concluded by previous agree- 
nent. 


The Spooner amendment as perfected,, 


was read. 


The first actual test on the isthmian 


proposition was on an amendment offered 


Mr, Mitchell of Oregon, giving the 


^resident the choice of routes even if he 
could secure title for the Panama route. 
It was laid on the table 42 to 32. 


The first yea and nay vote was upon 


an amendment offered by ' Mr. 
Bacon 


(Ga.) 
to the Spooner amendment an- 


nouncing a committee to have charge of 
the preliminary work of constructing the 
canal. It was in no way a test vote. It 
was adopted 52 to 22. 


AMENDMENT PASSES, 44 to 42. 
The vote on the Spooner amendment 


was adopted by a vote of 42 to 34. 


The senate adopted Senator Fairbank's 


amendment for the issuance of bonds on 
the isthmian canal 38 to 36.

were thirty rounds of ammunition for 
each piece. With the arrival of the men 
workers the fire arms were distributed 
and the employes went to their rooms. 
Not one dye shop started up this morn- 
ing, although several were opened. 


The dye house owners were willing to 


start operations, but the men refused to 
go to work as they feared violence at 
the hands of the strikers. 


The police had a slight encounter with 


a body of strikers and their sympathiz- 
ers today. About 400 Italian strikers 
and others gathered in the quarter of the 
city where the larger part of the Italian 
colony lives and forming in porcession 
started to march to Turner hall. The 
hall is only a block from the police head- 
quarters, "it is said that the proposed 
meeting there today was arranged for at 
a meeting of anarchists last night. The 
police had been keeping a sharp watch 
on the movements of the strikers and the 
procession had barely got under way 
when the reserves charged the paraders. 
There was a quick scattering in all di- 
rections by the men in line and in a re- 
markably short time there was not a 
parader to be seen in the neighborhood.

Krembs, who enlisted and became a sol- 
dier, took it with him into the service, 
and when his regiment, the Thirteenth 
Minnesota volunteers, of which he was 
its sergeant major, was ordered to the 
Philippines. 


The flag became a part of his regiment- 


al baggage and when the United States 
army "transport City of Para, entered the 
Bay'of Manila, on ^Sunday, July.31,-1898, 
it was floating .in-the, tropical breeze in 
the 
enemy's country, from 
the 
ship's 


mizzen mast.

It was decided by the colonel that 


when the regiment participated in the 
attempt 
to capture Manila, the Hag 


•should be taken with it. The attempt 
terminated in a battle and capture of the 
city on August 13. 18DS, and the flag 
was carried throughout the entire heat 
of battle and day, on the back of the act- 
ing regimental commissary sergeant, by 
orders of the colonel commanding.

I read an article in the Racine Weekly 


Journal of June 6, 1902, of a visit of the 
pauper committee of Racine to the 
county farm, Aldermen Evans, Epstein, 
Schoenleben, and I hope the people •; of 
Racine county will -npfc.be mislead 'by.the 
article as published. Let us look it 
over/ as the/ have placed them .before 
the public and see if they are correct. 


The article says the 'place is beauti- 


fully 
situated, aud compliments: the 


superintendent and family on the man- 
!-ner the building is kept, the inmates 
cared for and provision .irmde for them; 
'beautiful shade trees, .etc. Now, if the 
article had stopped there, .and the writer 
had drawn his pencil through the rest of 
it, it would have been grand and noble. 
It says the building is in a deplorable 
condition, the roof is caved in, the sills 
have rotted away, the entire lumber in 
the building is either warped or .rotten, 
the outside chipboards and walls; have 
been patched.again and again; the win- 
dows are.bcnt and broken; rains beat in 
and soak through the building all over; 
storm sashes have never been placed on 
t!hc building, neither were there screens 
placed on the doors and windows'until 
this summer and they were bought and 
provided 'by private means and not by 
the county; they have made seats under 
the trees of barrel staves: also Mrs. 
Hankinson has re-covered many of the 
quiits and bed clothes lit her own ex- 
pense, nnd that the old building is worth 
50 cents for kindling wood. 


Let us see in how deplorable a condi 


tion tffie building is. The roof is not 
caved in, and 1 believe it is as straight 
and true as when first, put on. I do 
not know of any one taking off any sid- 
ing and examining the.sills. The out- 
side clapboards (we call them siding out 
here, not quite so ancient), are 
not 


patched again 
and again. The walls 


have been patched in two places, and it 
has taken about two .pails, of mortar to 
fix them. The windows are not bent 
and broken, they are in fair 
condition 


Rains do not 'beat in and soak the 
building all over. The woodshed anc 
shnnty leak some. There 
are 
sixteen 


storm sashes for the 
windows on the 


west side and north end of the house, 
and put in their places as soon as it is 
cold weather and taken down in the 
spring and placed in the storage room 
until wanted .again. There were screen 
doors and screen 
windows made and 


were used al! last summer and are again 
in use this summer, and were not se- 
cured by private moans. The material 
for them was paid for by the county, 
and were made 
by the inmates here. 


There have been no seats made with bar- 
rel staves. The writer of this made two 
hamnyx'ks of barrel 
staves 
and they 


were used last summer. M'rs. Hankiri- 
son covered many quilts, and the ma- 
terial was paid for by the county, and 
one of the inmates helped tie 
them. 


There is no ">0 cent, cheap John, kindling 
wood for sale here. 


There was sin old lady by the name of 


Mrs. Johnson, a Norwegian by birth and 
could not talk or understand the Eng- 
lish, language, and there 
was no one 


hero who could speak her language. 
Her age was 87, and she was brought 
here from Racine.

some further comment upon

the people. Wo fear that 


ho has read our former utterances 
to 


little purpose. He starts off with a ful- 
ler quotation from the governor's mes- 
sage than we made, and whatever com- 
fort he gets out of the passage which he 
gives, he is very welcome to. We sim- 
ply undertook to give what we believed 
to*be the facts, and to quote the portions 
of the governor's message which 
fairly 


sustained the position taken in our ut- 
terance. We are quite sure that we 
were not unfair to the governor in the 
quotations which we made. We attemp- 
ted to show how the portions of the 
governor's message quoted were used 
to the disadvantage of the tax commis- 
sion and in opposition to the tax bills, 
and we are very confident that Mr. Git- 
tings has said nothing in his letter to 
weaken the force of our argument, 'or 
to make it necessary for us to add any- 
thing to what we have already said. 


In regard to the time occupied for the 


revision of our tax system, Mr. Gittings 
has quoted one paragraph from the. gov- 
ernor's message, and we will simply call 
attention 
to 
another. 
The 
governor 


said: 


"The period covered by two biennial 


sessions of the legislature would appear 
to be a generous allowance of time for a 
thorough and complete performance of 
all -the work contemplated by the law." 


The tax commission have called atten- 


tion to the fact that complete revisions 
have not been popular with legislatures. 
This remark 
of the commission 
was 


made before the late experience of the 
state 
of . Minnesota. A 
commission 


brought into the legislature of that state 
recently, a bill for the complete codifica- 
tion and revision of the tax laws of that 
state, and the legislature unceremoni- 
ously turned it do\vn. 


Mr. Gittings says no proof was ever 


submitted to show that the figures pre- 
sented by the governor 
in his message 


to the legislature, ware not entirely ac- 
curate. We refer the gentleman to Mr. 
Whitehead's letters on taxation, which 
have been running in the Sentinel for 
some days. He takes up the governor's 
figures and places them alongside of the 
figures presented by the tax commission. 
Wide discrepancies appear in many in- 
stances. As this has all been so care- 
f-ally gone over in those letters, we shall 
not take, tame now to go into details. 


Mr. Gittings says that whon the bills 


were defeated in the assembly, Mr. 
WhLtehead promptly withdrew the cor- 
responding 
bills in the senate. The 


Journal shows this to .be the fact, and 
from our information and observation 
at the time the matters wore pending in 
the legislature, we conclude that there 
was nothing else for him to do, and that 
Mr. Hall thought so also, for he with

hands of his committee about the

time.

The Journal feels that considerable 


progress has been made in the legisla 
ture during the past two or three ses 
sions, toward'a better understanding o 
our system of taxation and thq Jour 


nal's. idea is that Senator Whitehead has 
had to do with all the legislation that 
ha* been enacted. It is well known that 
all the tax bills that passed inHhe ses- 
sion of 1899 were drafted by him, and 
that the, bill creating the tax commis- 
sion came from his. committee. We have 
never seen anything 
to indicate a lack 


of interest on the part of Mr. White- 
head in the subject of taxation. We 
have read his recent letters to the Senti- 
nel, and we find that he has impartially 
brought to the attention of the reading 
public the results of the investigations 
of both the tax commissions 
and the 


recommendations 
of both • governors, 


Scofield and La Toilette. 
It has been 


his evident purpose to lay the facts be- 
fore the. people that they may draw 
their own conclusions as to what the 
legislature knew and was advised to do. 


In regard to Mr. Gittings' facetious 


reference to Mr. Adams, we can only 
say that Mr. Adams appeared as the 
spokesman of the administration, and it 
is asumed that he said the things that 
the administration desired to have said, 
and that the legislature rightfully ac- 
cepted Mv. Adams' words as 
words 


spoken by authority. We do not under- 
stand that Mr. Whitehead or other sen- 
ators were obeying Mr, Adams' orders, 
but when they were warned off the gov- 
ernor's preserves, there was nothing for 
them to do but to go. 


Mr. Whitehead was not called upon 


to present some other primary election 
scheme. 
The "Voters' 
Hand-Book," 


which came out some weeks ago, makes 
a great deal of the violation 
of the 


party pledge in the failure of the legis- 
lature to pass the Stevens' bill, and lays 
great stress upon the governor's loyalty 
to the bill. The governor himself, in his 
hist public utterance, explicitly stated 
that the legislature failed to perform its 
duty with reference to primary election 
legislation, 
We believe that the Stevens 


bill is an issue in this campaign, Mr.

TARIFF EXPERIENCE. 


W. E. Curtis in. one of his late letters 


in the Chicago Record-Herald, tells of 
his coming through the gates of the 
New York custom 
house. Mr. Curtis 


•has traveled the wide world over and 
his last trip through the possessions of 
the sultan of. Turkey, through Palestine, 
Syria, all through the Holy Land, was 
most graphically described in entertain- 
ing letters. Throughout 
Europe Mr, 


Curtis has travelled and for a year past 
his letters have delighted the readers of 
his paper. Through 
the different 
na- 


tionalities this traveled 
correspondent 


has noticed things, and he has compared 
on many occasions the 
difference 
be- 


tween old and new world methods. 


Mr..Cnrtis has had experience in the 


matter of tariffs. He has during / the 
course of his protracted 
trip passed 


through many custom houses 
and like 


other 
travelers 
probably 
experienced 


sensations, but nowhere did this writer 
experience severity 
of tariff 
examina- 


tions and the dark distrust of humanity, 
End the compelling of a declaration un- 
der oath, as did he upon re-entering his 
own native land through the portals of 
the New York custom house. He says: 


'•It is an odious law, from whatever 


standpoint you may view it. There is 
no other 
country in the world where, 


travelers are so closely 
inspected 
or 


where the customs 
regulations are so 


rigid as in the United States. During 
the last year I have crossed the bound- 
aries" of "every country iu Europe, and 
some in Asia and Africa, and my lug- 
gage has never been searched, nor have 
I ever been asked, to make a declaration 
under oath except the other day when I 
entered the port of New York. 


"It is customary at 
every custom- 


house in Europe 
to ask the 
traveler 


whether he has any dutiable goods 
in 


his luggage, and he is informed that ci- 
gars, tobacco, liquor, arms and ammuni- 
tion are included in that category. If 
you tell him no, the inspector will ac- 
cept your word for it. Perhaps he will 
lift the lid and the trays of your trunk 
and maybe he will poke his hands down 
into the corners, as a matter of form, or 
to gratify his curiosity, but 
travelers 


are°seldom called upon to pay duty and 
are allowed to carry across the frontier 
of even- country a reasonable 
amount 


of wearing apparel. 
Of course, the cus- 


toms inspectors judge by their appear- 
ance as to the amount of luggage they 
ought to have." 


The newer regulations lately issued 


by the treasury department have re- 
ifeved'the strain in some respects, but 
the present style in vogue is that passed 
through by Mr. Curtis. The thing be- 
fore was a national scandal, and :more 
decency is now observed, but the rigor- 
ous examination is made in every case. 
All this trouble is caused by the New 
York 
association 
of merchants, who 


through these methods desire to protect 
themselves against our tourists buying 
goods abroad. But

of other cities

York merchants when visiting in that 
city.

the house which provides for increase 
in pensions of nenrly every character 
The measure already has been adoptee 
by the. senate, which fixed the increase 
at a higher rate, than did the house. 


These differences will be adjusted 
in

the. bill becoming a law. Tt provides 
that the pensions of all persons 
who 


served one year or more shall be $12 a 
month, find where the pensioner is dis- 
abled 
so as to require frequent 
and 


periodical aid and 
attendance of 
an- 


other person the pension will foe in- 
creased to $30. 


Under the present law persons who 


served ninety days are paid the. mini- 
mum, rate of $(i per month and a maxi- 
mum rate of $12. If the house provision 
is agreed to soldiers who have lost one 
hand or foot will receive pensions at the 
rate of $40 per month; but if the senate 
provision is agreed to the rate will be 
$45, 
while the present law provides for 


the payment of only $30. 


Where a pensioner has lost an arm at 


or below the knee he will be paid at the. 
rate of $46 a month if the 
house pro- 


vision is adopted and $50 if the senate 
proposition is agreed to., 
whereas th'e 


rate under the existing law is $30. 


Where a person has lost an arm at 


the shoulder joint-or a leg at 
the hip 


joint, or near either of these joints, or 
where .the wound is in sut'h condition as 
to prevent the use of an nrtificial limb, 
the pensioner, under the house, provision 
will be paid $55. a month,, under, the .sen- 
ate bill $(H) a month, while under 
the 


present law the pensioner gets only $4i5 
a month.

LONDON, June 18.—The text of the 


findings of the court of inquiry in the 
case of the United States naval .officers 
imprisoned at Venice in the latter part 
of April, throws a new and important 
light on the affair. It now appears that 
the United States consul at Venice, Hen- 
ry A. Johnson and a lawyer provided by 
him for the defense,' urged the officers to 
plead that they were violently drunk. 
This they utterly declined to do. Rear, 
Admiral Crowninshield, commanding the 
European 
squadron, in reviesving 
the 


findings of'the court, severely censures 
Capt. Jase. Dayton, the commander of 
the Chicago, for not personally attending 
to the defense of * he officers and com- 
ments on'the "revolting indignities" su'f-< 
fered by the officers while confined at 
Venice. Under the 
circumstances Ad- 


miral Crowninshield holds "a court mar- 
tial would be a farce." 
, 


Capt. Dayton's court of inquiry min- 


utely traces the movements of the offi- 
''cers of the Chicago on the day of their 
.arrest and says Lieut, John S. Dodd- 
ridge and Surgeon Robert E. Ledbetter 
were "affected by liquor to, a noticeable 
extent, but were not intoxicated in .the 
ordinary meaning of the term, and there 
is no evidence that other parties were af- 
fected by -drinking." 


• The disturbance arose .when 
Capt. 


-Robert F. Wynne, commanding the ma- 
rine guard of the Chicago, seeing Dodd- 
ridge and Ledbetter sitting outside Flor- 
ions' cafe "gave a hail, unusual in this 
lace, resembling 'Yi! Y5! Yi'; Lieut. 
)oddridge and Surgeon 
Ledbetter . ran 


owo.rds Captain Wynne, upsetting chairs 
nd two small tables. A large crowd 
ind the police immediately surrounded 


ieut. Doddridge, who endeavored to ex- 
plain. "The crowd," the findings contin- 


"pressed on, shouting and gesticulat- 


ng, and were not well controlled by the 
lolice. The police seized Lieut. Dodd- 
idge and .apparently at the same time 
lie crowd attacked him. Lieut. Docld- 
itlge was roughly handled by the police 
vnd it required the assistance of citizens 
o effect his arrest. But there were no 
neans of distinguishing the persons as- 
isting the police from those who,were 
vantonly attacking the prisoner." 


Capt. Wynne, Surgeon Ledbetter, Nav- 


il Cadet James C, Kress and -Langley, a 
marine, all forcibly endeavored to help 
jieut. Doddridge, retaliating for the as- 
dstance of the civilians, but not attack-1 


ng the police. 


"At the station," is is added in the 


indings of the court, "there was much 
excitement. The crowd was at first al- 
owed therein and no one appeared to be 
n! 'high authority. 
The crowd sh'outed 


ind gesticulated and the officers made 
lemands and protests. Their treatment 
n prison was iievere and ex.treinely hu- 
miliating, but there is no evidence that 
;he-prison rules were exceeded/' 


PLEA OF SELF-DEFENSE. 


The officers pleaded self-defense against 
civilians, that no police were knowingly 
resisted, and that their intention was not 
to rescue Lieut. Doddridge, but to pro- 
tect him from violence inflicted by out- 
siders. 


The court refers to the disadvantage 


at which the officers were placed during 
the trial owing to their ignorance of the 
Italian language and laws ,and says: 


"Tho interpreter, who 'was a consular 


clerk, was not successful or satisfactory. 
The strong feeling against the officers 
amongst 
the audience was 
frequently 


manifested and efforts .were made by the 
magistrate to supprais the manifesta- 
tions."

While some of thes^e aetionS:jhay be con- 
sidered indiscreet, none'-.of them merit a 
court martial, and none can be character- 
ized as bringing scandal or disgrace on 
the 'naval service. Hence the court of 
inquiry clears the officers 
of resisting 


public authority or unwarrantably at- 
tacking citizens which are the principal 
if not the*only points on which the Ital- 
ian court found the parties, guilty. .The 
government is relieved of the embarrass- 
ment of bringing the parties to trial, in 
which ho offense exists simply to keep a

promise, that a court martial should fol- 
low the'court of inquiry.

At-any rate no 


been given out afaont-'our present-trip, 
nor did w-e ever get'-any about any trip 
or^-whlch' wo started afterward, so in 
time it came to be fuu to ask when on 
the road, "Where are we going?" so as 
to g-et a pJeaslng assortment of Improb- 
able answers. At first--it seemed too 
dreadful to take part In some move- 
ment about which IJinew nothing—not 
even' whether or not it was judicious. 
Bnt when I saw the.older membors of 
the regiment calmlyfobeying all orders, 
asking no questions, I endeaYored to 
be a veteran to that-extent myself and 
let the government manage its own 
business-in tts own* way. 


As I had not made/th's resolve at the 


time of oar first scout and chorge I 
,was curious and aniioos about many 
things besides our probable route. 
iWhat would we do with our prisoners 
should a regiment of the enemy sud- 
denly strike us? Suppose we were to 
get Into a figlit and have a lot of 
horses shot; how would the riders 
reach camp? How were our disabled 
men to reach camp again, as It appear- 
ed we had"--no ambulances with us? 
(Was any one sure that the colonel had 
calculated, time and distance carefully, 
BO that we should reach camp in time 
to save men and animals from starv- 
ing? And, speaking of starving, where 
was I to get anything to eat during 
the coming day or more? 


This question slowly but- surely forc- 


ed all others from my mi ad, for I had 
eaten- ail of my hoecake that I had not 
given away, I had roasted my sweet 
potatoes at dinner"time and felt. as.I 
ate them, so'full, that 1 Vbuldn't-want 
another morsel till morning, but an 
hour-of'tsot and gallop had caused a 
radical change of opinion. I had no 
more silver with which to buy should 
T be able to find any native who would 
sell, and my morning's search for corn 
soft enough to eat bad not been en- 
couraging enough to justify me in try- 
ing again. 


As I wondered darkness approached, 


and we halted to bivouac for the night. 
Brainard, whom I found in one of the 
straw filled country wagons which 
had been seized to carry, the injured, 
,was as hungry as I and very dismal 
about it too. How both of us wished 
,we had kept the fflt pork which had 
been dealt as a part of our three days' 
ration! We still agreed that a very 
littlo of it would go a long way, but 
that was just the sort of ration we 
mesa needed at that particular mo- 
ment, for the void in us seemed to 
reach nearly down to our boot toes. 
•While we pitied ourselves and endeav- 
ored to-deaden tKe pangs of hunger by 
the time honored truant schoolboy trick 
of tightening our belts, a detail was 
Baddenly made from our own company 
to guard the prisoners, and I was one 
'of the noncommissioned officers named. 


We were marched to the front to take 


the Johnnies from their captors and 
bring them nearer the rear. There be- 
ing no building near by, we camped 
them in a cluster near the roadside, 
clearing horses, away to make room for 
them. Their own horses were prudent- 
ly tied a troop or two distant, so that 
none of them, should he attempt to 
escape, could get his mount. They 
.were not bad looking fellows, though 
they did not appear very soldierly In 


, itheir uniforms, no two of which were 


of exactly the same tint of gray and 
scarcely any two of the same style of 
burton. None looked as if he might be 
a "fire eater," and the majority were 
men of middle age. Nearly all of our 
Own troopers were young. None seem- 
ed very sad or angry. In fact, they 
didn't at all meet my ideas as to south- 
erners and prisoners of war. 
They 


were ordered to sit or lie down, but 
.were not bound or restrained In any 
other way, except that there were 
guards, revolvers In hand, in front and 
rear of them, and we were quietly or- 
dered to' keep a little blaze all night in 
the fires which were nearest, so that 
no one could*attempt to get away;with- 
out being:-seen. 


As the sergeantr-wbo chanced to be 


Hamilton—and I * bad nothing to do 
but post and relieve the guards, we lay 
ton the ground and engaged some of the 
captives la conversation. 
We found 


they were all Georgians, most of them 
from email villages or plantations, and 
.they did not know much about the wnr 
except that they were sorry it broke 
out, but they bad felt it their duty to 
stand by their state. 


"Seems to me," said one of them aft- 


er we had chatted a little while, "that 
you-uns was all to blame for the war, 
£or;we nns didn't want none. No mat- 
tier;, _^hich., side/ whjps^ rm.ja,Tuined 


mWn, for there's nobody to 
crops while I'm awajr up here. 1 don't 
own ^no niggers, an* my .wife aa't yonng 
tmg cayn'tfdo no more'n work .the track 
patch-(kitchen garden] an' look'-after 
the pigs an' toe miik critters." 


I heard'this story BO.many times dur- 


ing the war that I hid to do a great 
deal of being sorry-for the enemy. 


Our prisoners had been told to bring 


their provisions with them, and as 
they had eaten notbtngasince dinner 
time they asked permission, which was 
readily granted, to do tbeir'cookmg.at 
the fires. Their -rations'-were so differ- 
ent from ours that It was Interesting 
to loot on. Instead* of boiled fat pork 
they had raw bacon, thin slices of 
which they fried or toasted? on sharp- 
ened sticks. Some had white bread, 
others biscuit or hoecake, while two 
or three mixed meal and water and 
made hoecakes in the frying pans 
which several of them carried; others 
had sweet ..potatoes, which they baked 
in the ashes. 


Oh, how hungry the smell of their 


cooking.-made nae! I understood for 
the first*time why it was that sqjus of 
the pooBlyi'fed children in our town 
used to stand around the bakery while 
the bread, cakes and pies were being 
taken from the great oven in the cellar. 
Some of the Johnnies asked us if we 
wouldn't eat with them, but Hamilton 
and I, half starved-.though,'1 we were, 
declined^ until> I noticed that none of 
them was making coffee. 
Then a 


brilliant idea struck me. I asked one 
of them whether southerners never 
drank.coffee at supper,-time. 


"Not. unless they can^git it," said he, 


"which isrmighty seldom." 


I went*to the servant of our officer's 


mess' and "borrowed, some ground coffee 
and sugar, promising to repay him 
when -we reached camp. Returning, I 
distriViuted it am.ong.>the prisoners near- 
est me. I wish. I might ever again 
earn so much gratitude with so little 
trouble as-that act-cost me. Those 
Johnnies became positively jolly, and 
they made haste to put cups of water 
to boil. 
Said one of them, a rough 


looking man with a huge yellow beard: 


"Ev'rything I've got'a yourn, my 


young friend. I'm 'most glad .we got 
captured. Take all my stuff." 


"Since you're so kind," said I in an 


absolute delirium of anticipation, "I'll 
accept a single slice of bacon. It has a 
more tempting odor than our fat pork." 


"For good eatin'," said he as he cut 


several slices of bacon for me and put 
them in a,pan on the fire, "there ain't 
no hogs lilie, southern hogs. We never 
buy no'thern po'k, 'cept to feed to nig- 
gers." 


I was quite willing to believe him. 


The odor that aroae from that frying 
pan was delicious perfume to my nos- 
trils. 
After the bacon had sizzled 


awhile the old fellow took some hoe- 
cake from his haversack, split it with 
his knife and laid it in the pan inner 
side down, saying:

UB flrst scout did not 
, differ much in dura- 


tion, accidents and re- 
sults from scores 
which followed it Go 
out whatever road .we 
might, we were al- 
ways sure to find the 
Johnnies doing busi- 


ness"at tbe same old stand and unwill- 
ing to be interfered with, v We always 
could reach them in a day's march, con- 
sume another day in passing along their 
entire front aad still another in return- 
ing to camp. They seldom returned our 
attentions in force, probably because 
they had not a large enough force to 
feel .safe when far from 'home. Be- 
sides, they could learn all'they liked 
about our post and its camps, for ev- 
ery farmer and planter in the county 
was a soured of Information to them. 
We never got into a big engagement.

Sound of Gnu*. 


A' remarkable instance of the tar- 


reachStig ])owei of sound is given in the 
interesting diary .written" in 'Tva'tin in 
the seventeenth century, admirably, 
translated by the JSev, Robert Isham, 
of Mr. Thomas Isham of Lamport Hall. 
It is there stated that during the naval 
engagement between the English and 
French combined fleets on the one baud 
and tbe Dutch on tbe other iu 1(572 tlio 
report of tbe guns was distinctly heard 
at Bn.xworth, Northamptonshire.

Right Kind of Dairyman. 


I like the calves because I like good 


cows and realize the fact that the foun- 
dation of a good cow is a good calf. 
Sometimes I come across a good cow 
that can be bought at a reasonable 
price, but the surest way to get a good 
cow is to raise her from a calf of 
known good parentage. There are peo- 
ple woo yet believe they can feed but- 
ter fat into milk. 


My experience, however, is that when 


you have a cow that gives blue milk, 
blue milk she will make even on the 
richest kind of food and when it is 
given to her in fullest supply, and 
when you have a cow that gives rich, 
creamy milk that butter makers and 
milk consumers like, rich milk she will 
give even if she has nothing but corn- 
' stalks or poor bay to eat. Feed deter- 
'inincs the quantity of milk, while the 
blood of the animal determines the 
milk's richness. 
For that reason It 


does not pay to bother with calves of 
blue milk stock unless for selling milk, 
and hardly then, nor does it pay to 
fuss with a calf that for any reason is 
lacking in individual vigor.—T. Green- 
er in Farm and Fireside.

•Which Taint the Milk. 


There are very few women who un- 


derstand how to make good, sweet but- 
ter, and SQme of them do not even 
know -when their butter is of a poor 
quality, says Mrs. Cordelia Hutchin in 
Farm and. Home; , Then, again, there 
are others who know they are not a 
success at the business and are care: 
less as to detail. Mrs. A; will wash 
and scald her pans or crocks and air 
her churn thoroughly each time she 
uses it and bring her cream to the 
right temperature by using a thermom- 
eter; but, after all, her butter Jacks 
the right flavor. She does not under- 
stand why her butter is not as good as 
Mrs. Stone's.' An'other housewife, Mrs. 
B., takes pride in keeping her miJk 
utensils in perfect order and cleanli- 
ness, and yet her butter does not bring 
as good a price as that of her neigh^ 
bor, Mrs. Stone. 


If Mrs. A. and Mrs. B. -would just 


stand flve minutes in the doorway 
leading to their cellars, where they 
keep their milk pans, as well as the 
winter vegetables, they would soon 
realize the cause of their troubles- 
rotting apples, potatoes, cabbages, on- 
ions, turnips, each throwing .off its 
own peculiar odor, together with per- 
haps several cans of fruit, with their 
contents oozing out. Is it any wonder 
the butter made from the milk has all 
kinds of flavors except the one it 
should have? 


So many people in the country keep 


their milk in the cellar -along with 
their supply of fruits aM vegetables. 
It is a very bad practice, for it is im- 
possible to keep milk from becoming 
tainted by the foul atmosphere where 
vegetables are kept. 
All cellars are 


more or less damp, causing a musty 
smell that will affect milk in an un- 
pleasant manner. Milk and butter are 
among the easiest things iu the world 
to be tainted. The only way to pre- 
vent their becoming tainted is to keep 
the air where they are kept pure by 
good ventilation and cleanliness.

Will Summer Silo FnyT 


An Allontown (N. J.) correspondent 


writes to Hoard's Dairyman-: 


"My cows earned ?74 last year. My 


feed'is four pounds whent bran, four 
pounds dried brewers' grains and two 
pounds cottonseed meal, with silage 
night and morning and corn fodder at 
noon. I keep my cows in a good, warm 
stable most of the time. I think it 
would pay to have a summer silo and 
net bother with fodder corn when the 
summer drought comes. What d.o you 
think?" 
To which The Dairyman replies: 
"We have all conQdence in the idea 


that ensilage in summer pays a big 
profit. Sorao build a special silo for it, 


I noticed that one great fault with 


the butter exhibited at the Dubuque 
convention was in the working of it, 
says P. H. Kicffcr in Creamery Jour- 
nal. The proper working of butter re- 
quires a great denl of experience. Tttost 
creameries have a large combined 
churn and worker which is the proper 
size for use in summer when the milk 
receipts are the heaviest, of the year, 
but when cold weather comes and 
milk drops off a smaller churn and 
worker would be found much better 
unless one gives the larger machine 
more revolutions when making a smnll 
batch of butter. Too much butter in 
the churn is just as bad, because then 
the butter becomes salvey. before it is 
properly worked. 
After washing it 


.and drawing off the butter I scatter 
salt over it the best I can, give the 
churn flve revolutions without the 
worker being in gear and then let it 
rest for twenty minutes. I complete 
the working with sixteen revolutions 
with the worker in motion. I use a 
No. 7 Victor churn. This does the 
work well provided I have 500 pounds 
of butter in a batch. If one will churn 
during the winter season at 52 degrees, 
then wash the butter in water at 56 
degrees, have the salt in good condi- 
tion and work as above stated he will 
have no streaks or mottles, and the 
butter will bore solid. 


Tests of DalrT Cow*. 


Private tests are useful to owners of 


dairy cattle and should be more gen- 
erally made, according to Breeder's 
Gazette. 
No man who keeps cows, 


whether grades or pure breds, can af- 
ford to carry on his business without 
scales in the barn on which the milk 
is regularly weighed and without oc- 
casionally having fat tests made in 
order to know definitely what every 
member of his herd is doing. Thou-

In order to obey the law the Grand 
Army posts -of the state will -be obliged 
to purchase,new flags at a large cost in 
the aggregate, as Mr. Welton said at the 
campi If the Grand Army does' not 
obey a law of its on creation, how can 
others be expected to obey it?" 


The law of 1001 does not affect, the 


flags which were carried by Wisconsin 
regiments in their campaigns in the civil 
war and in the war with Spain, All of 
these flags are inscribed with the num- 
bers of regiments, and those which were 
borne in 'battle have the names of the 
battles inscribed upon them. But these 
standards are never again to be "exposed 
to public view," except as they are to be 
seen in their sealed cases in the capitol 
at Madison, since an act of legislature 
prohibits taking them out of their cases,' 
where they are to remain as evidences of 
the valor and patriotism of Wisconsin 
soldiers,.

Through Oversight the State Statutes 


Have Been Violated by Inscrip- 


tions on Flag. 


By a remarkable oversight or possibly 


out of ignorance of the law the Grand 
Army of the Republic has been guilty 
for the last six months of violating a 
statute that it was instrumental in hav- 
ing placed in the book. Chapter 142 of 
the laws of Wiscoisin, session of 1902, 
prohibits the printing of any words or 
signs of any kind upon the United States 
flag, and also makes the display of any 
flag with any such printing or inscrip- 
tion thereon an offense punishable by 
fine or imprisonment. The act went 
into effect with, the beginning 
of this 


year, but it s«ems to be a dead letter. 


At the department encampment of the 


Grand Army of the Republic at Stevens 
Point last week many flags were exhib- 
ited that bore inscriptions 
: ohibitecl by 


the law. The flag of the .department 
swung where everybody in the hall could 
see it, lettered in gilt to show its owner- 
ship. The Hag of the Madison post was 
conspicuous at 
the left of the stage, 


bearing an inscription which told the 
name and number of the post to which 
it belonged. Posts inarched in the pa- 
rade under banners similarly lettered, 
and it was only by chance that the at- 
tention of the encampment was called to 
the wholesale violation of the statute 
which was enacted at the request of 
members of the organization and which 
was introduced in the legislature by a 
member who was present at the session 
of the encampment.

campment to find itself in when a reso- 
lution was offered 
asking that steps 


might be taken to preserve the flag from 
desecration.
